Vaccine  was  offered 
to  all  children  between  the  ages  of  13  and  14  years p attending 
school  in  the  Imd-Somerset  Divisional  Area.  522  accepted 
the  offer  and  received  preliminary  skin  testy  the  "Heaf  Test” p 
to  determine  wd-ether  they  had  in  fact  already  experienced 
seme  infection  with  tuberculosis.
